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IHE KUKLUX 1N8S.

Tre special message of the President, and the
elaborate reports and speeches in the
Senate will inorease publio interest in the
reported Kuklux outrages in the South; but
in view of the fact that a nunmber of the Re-
publican members of the House favor imme.
diate adjournment, it remaina doubtful
whether further legislation will be adopted
during the present session, An animated
discussion of all the qnestions involved has
already commenced, and the publie will pro-
bably be fully enlighteved in regard to the
argumenta for and against an inorease of the
powers of the President to maintain peace
and order. The Democrats nnite in opposing
any further legislation bofore its neoessity is
clearly demonstrated, and as they will proba-
bly make a very vigorous fight in the Honse,
it will require cordial nnien as well as extra-
ordinary exertions on the part of all the Re-
publican members to secure such action as is
contemplated by the President’s messags. .

If the temper of the Republican Congress-
men is not speedily changed, such co-opera-
tion can soarcely be anticipated; amd the
probabilities are that the House will adjoarn
without passing any supplementary recon-
struotion law. That many outrages have been
committed in the South cannot be doubted,
but the necessity and utility of further na-
tional attempts to maintain order in that
region should be very clearly demsnstrated
before mnew attempts are made to ac
complish what is nearly a moral impossibility.
The Rebel Statea teem with brutal,
bloody-minded, half-civilized semi-barbarians,
who are fit compeers for the Fourth ward
orowd of Philadelphia and the Dead Rabbits
of New York, It was fair to presume, how-
ever, that after the colored race was enfran-
chised, and the local governments of nearly
every Southern State placed in the hands of
Southern Republicans, sustained apparently
by local working majorities, these
men weunld be enabled to maintain their
ground agaivst foes eof inferior numbers,
Their failore to do so0 is largely
due to their foolish dissensions, their eriminal
misconduct, their lack of courage, and their
repeated appeals to Congress to do for them
what in justice they should do for themselves.
The reconstructed States are-proving a white
elephant to the national ruthorities, and it is
time to inquire whether this rapacions mon-
ster had not better be left, for a short sesson
at least, to browse for himself, instead of
being  perpetnally fed and main-
tained at the national expense, The
President complains that in some districts the
oarrying of the mails and the collection of
the revenue are rendered dangerons. BSuch
evils are of immediate national concern, and
they should be suppressed at every hazard.
In Philadelphis, when the illicit distillers of
the Richmond district openly defy the laws
and the revenue collectors, it does not seem

to require any new act of Congress
to authorize a raid against thew:
and the President should be able
to employ force, in a similar manner,

in such Southern distriots as notoriously
obstruct the operations of mail-carriers or
revenue oollectors. But Philadelphians wounld
not relish the idea of having the whole city
placed under martial law on account of the
existenoce of illicit distilleries in a single
ward; and it is not wise or just to condemn
entire States for the crimes of a few of their
inhabitants.

In any legislation that may be framed
by the HRepublican Senators and Con-
gressmen, as & party measure, they
should be mire oarefu! mnow than
at any former period that right and justice
are olearly on their side, and that they wre
authorizing barely what imperative neceasity
requires, and no more. The general drift of
public sentiment is that the carpet-baggers,
scalawags, ex-slaves, ex-slaveholders, Rebels
reconstructed, Rebels unreconstructed, and
Bouthern loyalists should be left, for a brief
period at least, to fight out their own battles
in their own way; and that if the nation
is ever again to become a party to their
quarrels, it shall be on no slight pretext and
for no trivial purpose,

AN BECCLESIAS ICUAL CIVIL WAR.
Ox Wednesday we published a letter from
Bishop Btevens and & number of documents
in relation to certain ritaalistic practices
which have disturbed the harmonious rela-
tions between the rector of Bt, Clement's
Episcopal Church in this city and & portion of
his congregation. In order to present our
readers with both sides of this qnestion, we
to-day publish on our first page the reply of
the rector, Rev. Dr. Batterson, to the letter
of the Bishop. With the merits of the quarrel
a8 it stands between Bishop Stevens, Dr.

Batterson, and the vestry of B,
Clement's Church, the oatside and
profane public have  little or no.

thing to do, and those immediately inte-
rested may well be left to fight it ont among
themselves without impertinent interference.
In our province as news purveyors, we have
Inid the whole subject before the publie, and
the ritualists and anti-ritoslists muy judge for
themselves as to which of the high contend.
Ing powers is doing the most to injure the
religion they all profess to bolieve in, and of
whick they are all supposed to be sdvocates.

Thia brings us to the high and important
standpoint from which it is both the privi-
lege and the duty of the secnlar press to
survey the battle which is raging
among the foroes of the Ohunroh mili-
{ant, and to prononunoe a very decidad opinion
upon this division in the ranks of those who
ought to be fighting side by side against the
powers of Sin, Satan, and Death. With re-
gards to the right and wrongs of the sqnabhle
which is distracting the parish of St Cle.
ment's we do not care to express an opinion,
but we do feel oalled npon to condemn the
sqnatbble iteell as a soandal to religion, for
which there is mpparently no legitimate ex-
cuse, When there is go mnch real, lively,
and prosperous wickedness abounding openly
in the commuuity and in the nation, it is cer-
tainly & most deplorable thing that those
who bave tuken npon themselves the respon-
sibility of doing active battle with the Great
Adversary shouid be contionally fighting
among themselves nbout the color and oat of
their uniforms, the size and shape of their
banners, aud other matters of very small im-
portance in cowmparison with the real work
whioh the leaders of the Charch militant have
in band.

Such a guarrel as that which is now agi-
tating §t, Clemeut's parish cau have no other
effect thun to bring religion into disrepate,
and to dimuish the inflnence not only of
those who are the immediate participants in
the uffair, but of the sutire denomination to
which Bishop Stevens and Dr. Batterson be-
long. Worldly men who have no particular
interest in any sect or ereed, but who look
npon the churches aud the clergy as moral
conservators of the first valne, cannot bnt
be disgusted when they see real religion set
aside, and those whose du'y it is to actively
aid in its promotion engage ina hot contro-
versy about stoles, and banners, and prooces-
sions, and bowings and posturings, as if they
were matters of any praotical importance
to the great outside world of wickedness,
which looks on with mingled amnsement,
scorn and contempt. It is impoasible for
impartinl ontsiders to behold, with any re-
gpect, the High Church and Low Chareh, the
ritoalistic and anti-ritnalistie, contentions
which agitate the Episcopal Chureh; and it is
greatly to be regretted that a denomination
of Christians which containg so much of the
wealth and intelligence of the nation shonld
year in and year ont give the irreligious so
much canse to supeer, without some active
measnres being taken by its more clear-headed
and thougbtfnl members to prevent the con-
sgtent recorrepce of soandals like the St
Clement's Chareh controversy.

IT is to be fewred that, in bandivg over the
Hudeon Buy Territory o the Dominion of
Canada, Great Britalo has served her depen-
dency very muoch ns the King of Slam serves o
dougerons courtler when he presents him with
the eacred white elephant. The suppression of
“Riel's Rebellion” cost the Dominion infinite
trouble and a Inrge sam of mwoney, and retarded
the progress of unification; and wow the rumor
comes thnt Manitoba (new name for the Red
River country ) is ngnin in open revolt, and nlso
that the Cavadian troops bave conuuitted oat-
rages within the boundary of the United States,
This latter is espectaliy to be deplored, in view
of the speedy constraetion of the Northern
Pacific Railrond, sud of the vast service whieh,
when mutusl friendiiness prevails, this road can
perform tor Munitoha, Saskatchuwan, and all
the Canndinn provinees of the Northwesi,

Nature hag placed an eterunl barrier between
these provinees and those of the Dominion
proper, while in climate, topography, aod pro-
ducts they are practically one with the whole
of our territory down to ths forty-third parallel;
and from where the Northern Pacific Rallroad
crosses the Ked river, a boat ean run down o
Lake Winnipeg and ascend the Saskatchawan to
the ver' base of the Rocky Monntaing, The
rallroad, rhowing the commercial identity of
these two regions, will bind them together with
bands of iron; aud as gravitation is & princlple
in politics not less than in the physical world,
would it not be well for our neighbor to save
further tronble and expense by hanaing over her
recaleltrant subjects to Uscle Snm, who is will-
ing to recelve them vow that they are tributary
10 vne of his great continental rallways ?
